| THE CROW’S NEST PASS RAIL- 
WAY. 


On the 2nd instant the government 
caucus sat for the purpose of consider- 
ing the building of the Crow’s Nest 
Pass Railway. The following is the 
arrangement entered into between che 
government and the ©. P. R. as to its 
construction. 

Mr. Blair presented an arrangement 
which the government had entered into 
with the C. P. R. for the construction 
of 300 miles of this road from Leth- 
bridge to the wining region at Rossland, 
The balance of the road through to 
| Penticton will be given to an independ- 
ent company. In regard to the 
arrangement, tue C. P. R. company 
will get a Dominion subsidy of $11,000 
per mile. For this subsidy the Cana- 
dian Pacific have arranged to make 
very impontant concessions to the gov- 
ernment. In the first place they give 
over control of rates west of Fort 
William to the government. The ‘-ail- 
| way company also make a cus of 20 per 
/cent. in a specified number of articles 
supplied to the government. Take 
| wheat for instance, a cut of 14 cents 
| per 100 Ibs., is made for this year, and 
1} more next year, or three cents in 
all. As to the arrangement for the 
building of the road west from Ross- 
land, it was not discussed at length, 
the policy of the government evidently 
being to give a similar subsidy as far 
as Penticton, and in course of time con- 
tinue to the Pacific coast. While 
there were a number of Ontario and 
western members in the first instance 
| opposed to going on with the building 
ef the road this year, thinking that 
nothing would be lost by another year’s 
delay, still when they saw the large 
concessions made by the Canadian 
Pacific, the arrangement received their 
support, so that legislation ’ will be pro- 
ceeded with this session, and the work 
of construction of the road gone on 
| with at once.

given as a land‘grant to the British | 


|Columbie Southern. The coal land 
| will be divided into blocks, and the 
government will have first choice and 
the railway company, second choice cf 
each block. 

It is understood that the agreement 
between the C. P. R. and the govern- 
/ ment regarding the construction of the 

Crow’s Nest Pass railway involves an 
immediate reduction of 20 per cent. on 
rates on coal oil, 10 per cent. on agri- 
cultural implements, 334 per cent. 
upon fruits, and a reasonable per cent.

All these re- 
ductions apply on through rates from 
the east. There will be no reductions 
on local rates, say from Winnipeg to 
Regina or such points. The reductions 
| will average from 10 to 334 per cent. 

Reduction on wheat rates only apply 

next year, when it will be 1} cents a 
/hundred. The following year it will 
be reduced another 1} percent. The 
| government is to ‘have control of rates 
| on the Crow’s Nest line, and also will 
| be able to give running powers to any 
other line applying for the same.

There are birds of—almost—every 
Wing,frequenting certain places in pro- 
diguous numbers; of which may be 
mentioned grebes, loons,gulls, pelicans, 
ducks in great variety, geese, swans, 
bitterns, herons, cranes, snipe, sand- 
pipers, plover, hawks, eagles, grouse, 
ptarmigan, ospreys, owls, kingfishers, 
woodpeckers, fly catchers, horned 
iarks, jays, ravens, crows, blackbirds, 
buntings, many kinds of sparrow, 
| swallows, warblers, thrushes, snow- 
| antangs, snow birds, and the robin 
'‘(merula migratoria, Linn), all of 
|which breed in the country. The 
' flora is equally varied and interesting 
to the botanist. 

“Your committee have reason to 
believe that a comparison of the eap- 
abilities of this extent of country in 
our own contineat, exceeds in extent 
of navigation, area of arable and 
pastoral lands, valuable fresh water 
fisheries, forests and mines, and in 
capacity to support pupulation the 
continential part of Europe to which 
we have referred” (Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, Germany, Austria and a 
cart of France aud Russia.) 


RAILWAY REQUIREMENTS. 


To the huge and diversified wealth 
of this region, Edmonton, as has been 
pointed out, is the gateway by which 
fur traders, missionaries and an 
occasional enterprising sportsman and 
prospector find access to it. Its furs 
are ail brought to Edmonton, and 
those, not belonging to the Hudson’s 
Bay Company, exchanged for merchan- 
dise and the farm preducts of the 
country, for which there is an in- 
creasing demand. The people of Ed- 
montor regard this trade as of great 
present importance to them, but be- 
lieve that in the not distant future a 
| magnificent market will be created by 
| the utilization of the mineral resources 
not yet touched in the north. Start- 
ing from Edmonton, they expect to 
see a railway built through the auri- 
ferous regions tapped by the upper 
waters of the Athabasca, Peace, and 
Liard Rivers—a line of easy con- 
| struction on the east of the Rocky 
| Mountains, which it would probably 
| be easy to buildin the Liard valley 
through the mountains to the new 
and rich gold fields of the Yukon. 
Such a line running through a gold 
field all the way and most of the dis- 
tance through the best arable and 
| pastoral parts of the region described 
in the report of the Senate’s Com- 
mittee, opening up and making like- 
wise available the resources of the 
\illimitable country in navigable com- 
|munication with the mighty rivers 
crossed by it, deserves the attention 
of enterprising railway projectors and 
capitalists, the expiration by time 
limit of the Calgary & Edmonton 
Railway Company’s charter to Peace 
River affording an opportunity to others 
|of opening up a New World by their 
‘enterprise. The distance from Ed- 
monton to the head waters of the 
Yukon, from which steamboats could 
ply, would be roughly, 900 miles, of 
which 700 miles (in the Alberta, 
Peace River and Liard River. coun- 
tries) would be through an arable, 
pastoral, a timber and a placer gold 
mining country. 

SPORT AND ADVENTURE. 

To the lover of sport and adventure 
in wild and very imperfectly explored 
regions this great northland offers a 
field of ample scope. To the mining 
man, the geologist, the naturalist, the 
botanist, and even to the hardier type 
of tourist, a jovrney through this 
region would be profitable, useful and 
enjoyable, 
| Regarding big game shooting Tam 
Londo to Mr. C. G. Cowan, of 


Londonderry, Ireland, a gentleman 
who has hunted for years in the 
Rockies about the head waters of the 
| Athabasca and Smoky Rivers, for the 
|following: “In my opinion sports- 
_men who wish to procure a variety of 
trophies, that usually measure well, 
could not do better than visit Ed- 
monton. Here one can obtain every- 
thing in the way of provisions, pack 
animals and necessary equipments for 
a few months shooting trip at reason- 
able prices. The northern region of 
the Rockies affords the hunter a more 
varied bag, and I believe the Atlantic 
slope gives us better horn measure- 
ments than the Pacific side. Wapiti 
are shot close to Edmonton Num- 
bers of moose are annually killed in 
different parts of the district. For 
bighorn, Rocky Mountain goat, cari- 
boo and bear the entrance of the 
Yellow Head Pass makes a delightfnl 
‘headquarters camp.’ <A few days 
travel from here gives one grand 
chances at those animals, On two 
different occasions I saw as many as 
fifty and seventy-five sheep grazing 
together, and the year before last 
(1895) I met an Indian who had 
killed 19 cariboo, 13 sheep, 11 goat, 
11 moose, 9 black-tailed deer, and 8 
bears in one autumn’s hunt within a 


few days of the Athabasca River.”

WHEREAS, a netition, signed by at least on-- 
half in number of the resident ratepayers of the 
Municipality of the Town of Edmonton, has been 
presented to the Municipal Council of the said 
Munic pality, requesting them to pa sa By-law to 
peosks for the raising of the sum ef $25,000 00 to 

e given a8 a bonus to the Dominion Governent to 
aid in the construction of a Combined Railway and 
Traffic Bridge across the Saskatzhewan River at 
Edmonton, and for the i-suing cf~ Debentures 
therefor, and to submit the same for the assent of the 
ratepayers of the Municipility duly qualified to vote 
thereon ; 


AND WHEREAS, the Municipal Council have 
deemed it expedient to comply with the requests of 
the said petition ; 


AND WHEREAS, the Municipal Council deem it 
expedient that the raid sum shall be raised by the 
issue of Debentures to the said amount, payable in 
thirty years, bearing interest at the rate of five per 
cent. per annum, payable half-yearly ; 


AND WHEKEAS, the amcunt of the whole rate- 
able property of the Municipality, according to the 
last revised assessment roll, is $914,770.69 ;

The party which 
passed through New York, consisted of | 
nine men, ten women and twelve child- | 
ren, all of magnificent physique. Not | 
one of the men was less than six feet | 
tall and two or three were seven feet, | 
The women were also tall and well 
formed, and the children seemed to be | 
healthy and intelligent.

British government, who held out | 
golden promises to them, of wealth and 
freedom from taxation in Canada.
